LOCATING 
THE 
COURT. 
Now that the municipal court of • Hock 
county bas been established, the question 
as to what part of the city of Janesville 
it shall be located, will prove not a very 
unimportant one. It was supposed that 
the court could lie located ou either side 
of the river and wherever the most con­ 
venient and suitable room 
could be 
found, but such is hardly the case. 
Away back in 1824, Congress enacted 
a law 
allowing the preemption of 
quarter sections by c anities and parishes 
for the erection of county buddings, and 
on the sections preempted should be loca­ 
ted the seat of justice for the county or 
parish. In July, 183d, Mr. Hails Crock­ 
er, of Milwaukee, was appointed an at­ 
torney for the Ixia rd of commissioners 
of Rock county, for the purpose of pro­ 
curing the right of preemption of the 
quarter section for the county; and in 
•Septemlxw, 1839, the board of commis­ 
sioners took a certificate of patent from 
the President of the United States of sec­ 
tion thirty-six, lying on the east side of 
the river, which wits to be designated as 
the seat of justice. The board declared 
this section to be the county seat, and 
borrowed 
in mey t » erect buildings 
thereon. 
Tile question, then, is simply this: 
Congress enacted a law’ allowing the pre­ 
emption of certain quarter sections of 
land on which shall be located tin* seat 
of justices of comities and parishes. The 
board of commissioners having the pow­ 
er to preempt the section for Bock coun­ 
ty, selected section thirty-six. On this 
section courts of record must be locate.I. 
The municipal court in Hock county is a 
court of record, aud in view of these 
facts can the new court bt* held in a dif­ 
ferent place than 
that 
designated 
by Congress where courts of record shall 
beheld? This is a question ou w’hicli 
the common couucil should take advice 
before assuming to locate the court on 
any other section than that designated by 
the board of commissioners—or raffler by 
tile act of Congress. 
Some ydSrs ago this question came up 
when the old court house burned down, 
and an attempt was made to hold tile cir­ 
cuit court on the west side of the river. 
The matter was investigated, ami it was 
finally decided not to run the risk of tak­ 
ing tile 
court off section thirty-six. 
This question should be thoroughly ex­ 
amined before the common couucil makes 
a definite move in the matter or agrees 
to take a lease for a term of years of auy 
room on the west side of tile river.

THE NUTATION. 


So far as heard from there are alxmt 
ten or twelve Republican candidates for 
Governor in this State. 
There are a 
great many more who are willing to sac­ 
rifice their private business and serve 
the State in the capacity of Governor* 
Secretary of State Hans. B. Warner gen­ 
erally heads the list of strong candidates 
given by the press. 


WHO IS TO BLAME! 


The cost of the riots at Pittsburg in 
July, 1877, by the Greenbaok-labor-re- 
formers, or that class of persons who be- 
lieve in getting something for nothing, 
has proved the most expensive ever 
known in this country. The enormous 
cost fell upon the county of Allegheny, 
as adjudged by the courts, aud it has 
already paid $2,750,OM, and about $45,- 
000 is yet uupaid. The damage done by 
the labor-reformers was somewhat over 
three million dollars and a compromise 
of 75 per cent was agreed upon between 
the losers aud the commissioners. 


CHINESE EMIGRATION. 
Some practical steps have now been 
taken to limit the immigration from Chi­ 
na, aud probably iii the course of auoth­ 
er year Congress will have enacted a law 
which will restrict tilt* immigration from 
that c o u n tr y . 
It will lx* remembered 
that Congress passed a bill two years ago 
limiting the Chinese coming to this 
country to fifteen in one ship, and that 
President Hayes vetoed the bill on the 
ground that under tin* existing treaty 
with China the Congress of the United 
States had in* right to pass such a bill. 
Upon 
this 
point 
tin* 
President 
was sound, aud advised that a commis 
aion In* appointed to negotiate ami con­ 
clude a new treaty with that country. 
In May, I SSP, tin* President appointed 
John F. Swift, of California, and Will­ 
iam Henry Frere *t, cf South Carolina, 
as 
commissioners 
to 
act conjointly 
with tin* American Minister in Chinn to 
prepare a new* treaty with His Imperial 
Majesty's government. 
I he treaty has 
been negotiated, aud probably Congress 
will pass at tile next session in accord­ 
ance with tin* terms of the new treaty 
a bill which will actually clu*ok Chinese 
immigration to this country. 
The term s of the treaty in regard to 
emigration are as follows: 
1. Tin* government may r e g u la te , limit, 
ar suspend, but not absolutely prohibit, 
the coming of Chinese laborers iii a 
reasonable manner. 
2. The Chinese subjecti Coining to the 
United States as teachers, students, mer­ 
chants, or travellers, as well as tile Chi­ 
nese laborers who are now iii the comite)’, 
shall bt* allowed to come and go as they 
please, and shall In* protected iii all die 
rights and privileges accorded to tin* sub­ 
jects of the m ost favored nation. 
J. Tile government shall devise means 
for the protection of the Chinese now* in 
the Utnfced Stab s whenever they shall lx? 
threatened with ill-treatment at the bauds 
of any other persons. 
4. The United States government shall 
omnium: ic iteto the government of China 
the legislative measures that shall be 
adopted, aud that China shall have the 
right to enter a protest against unreason­ 
able conditions with reference to read- 
j lstment. 


President Garfield has got his “ Dutch iii*” 
am //' the Senate employed.

That is the nonsensical view of the 
President’s motives. It is not the pur­ 
pose of President Garfield to bulldoze 
any Senator, or to run tho nominating 
machine contrary to public sentiment or 
regardless of the consequence to the par­ 
ty or to the public interest. He has been 
forced to take, what may seem to mnuy, 
an extreme course in withdrawing what 
might be called the Conkling nomina­ 
tions. The President is not aloue re­

Under these 
circumstances, anil 
after careful aud 
earnest deliberation, tha President con­ 
cluded to withdraw some of the New 
York nominations. 
He could not give 
the Conkliug men the liou’.s share of the 
s|Ktils, aud at the same time allow them 
t*» make bitter aud 
unrelenting war 
against him. 
Oil the other Ii iud, w<j are not so hliud 
ly devoted b» the administration of Pres­ 
ident Garfield, as uot to see that he has 
made a mistake. We still believe that he 
should not have disturbed C«Elector Mer­ 
ritt. It would have been wisdom on the 
President's part iii view of the peculiar 
situation iii which the party is placed, to 
have allowed Mr. Merritt bi remain in 
the eastern house. But after seriously 
considering the question lie concluded to 
make the change, and did so, and inas­ 
much as lie is President and had a right 
to do what lie thought was best for the 
public service he should not be bulldozed 
by auy Seuator. The country generally 
will lie on the side of the President, uot 
that he is free from error, but boca use 
the people believe that no one man shall 
be a dictater to tile administration.

HON. ISAAC F. MACK. 
While the subject of this mention did 
not come here from Janesville or Bock 
county exactly. I think it will lie par­ 
donable to mention him in the Gazette, 
since he is well known iii Janesville aud 
the country about there. He lived, while 
in Wisconsin, rn Green couuty, lint I 
think when he came west he intended to 
locate in Rock county since he had a 
partiality for it now, anil, I think, he re­ 
grets he did not hicate there. This is 
only my supposition. Well, lie has led a 
life of ceaseless aud useful activity where 
he has been; is an active man to slay 
though advanced in years; and such a 
man iu a community—as communities 
are largely composed of men, who are 
sluggards until stirred and spurred to 
action by some agitator or leader—is a 
necessity; wit!lout them the community 
would merely regitab* for a time, go to 
decay when tile slightest frost of adver­ 
sity strikes it, ami leave no seed which 
could produce anything but a weaker 
community, and finally becomes extinct 
or much degenerated. But bi the closer 
facts alioiit the man. He was born in 
springfield. Massachusetts, in September 
14)6, his father was a clergyman well 
known thereabouts; was 
educated it 
Muuson academy, one of the oldest and 
beat institutions of learning in western 
Massachusetts; went bi Rochester, N. V , 
when twenty years of age, engaged iii 
teaching school about IS months, when 
he went to Giucinuati and taught the first 
J 
ubile school in that city for one year, 
tiring which time he was instrumental 
in initiating the public school system 
there; returned to Rochester aud organ­ 
ised Hie free school system of that city 
fml was superintendent for several years, 
developing the system bi a degree of i n ­ 
fection which was rarely attained in 
those days. He made tim first rejiort 
ever made of what had been accomplish­ 
ed in the schools of the city—first princi­ 
pal report; was connected with the I nm rd 
of education for many years and was one 
of tile foremost in promoting the rnter- 


put up, and there, also, he championed 
the cause of public schools aud advocat­ 
ed the providing of suitable facilities for 
their accommodation, and is one of many 
iii all p a rts of the Eastern and some parts 
of the Western country iii those days, 
who, as friends of universal education 
and kindred philanthropic aud moral 
movements calculated to improve and 
elevate! the masses of the people, labored 
and won—won, as all moral reforms are 
won, only after a persistent and constant 
struggle for mash ry. 
He took a course of law reading dur­ 
ing the time; afterwards engaged in mer­ 
cantile operations, built two shires and 
three Roaring mills and operated one for 
seventeen years. In ISIS he went bi 
Wisconsin, located in Green county, and 
engaged in the practice of law, at first, 
aud subsequently iu mercantile aud mill­ 
ing business, aud was owner of a large 
amount of land on Sugar river. Iu 1856 
he laid out the town of Brodhead on 
laud owned maiuly by himself. He drew 
the first charter for the village aud 
schools, built the school house, and su­ 
perintended the .schools and otherwise 
promoted the interests of the new town 
on 
the 
prairies. When it became 
a 
village 
he 
was 
its 
first 
president aud continued in that jiositiou 
during the time of lits residence there, 
which was als nit twenty years, and re­ 
signal only when he removed from there 
iu INTR, and came to Englewood, a beau­ 
tiful suburb of Chicago. There he also 
aided iii building up the sci us lls, which 
now rank among the lw*st iii the State, 
and one of them is taught by one of Ins 
younger daughters, Miss Fanny Mack, 
who lias proven an exceptionally success­ 
ful teacher. He was one of the officers 
of the school hoard there. Seven build­ 
ings were erected under his supervision, 
and lit* erected seven residences. He 
moved iuto Chicago proper in ININ, where 
ho now lives, anti is engaged in manufac­ 
turing and in selling agricultural imple­ 
ments—making a specialty of tile Taylor 
Horse Power, adopted especially to farm 
use. 
He has reared a large and interesting 
family—has given all of them a got si and 
some a collegiate education. The oldest 
non, Wescott B., still lives iii Brtidliead, 
engaged in business; W. E. Mack has 
been an efficient employe in tilt* railway 
mail service for several years ami also 
engaged iii manufacturing the* Taylor 
Horse Power, which business lit* found­ 
ed, and dealing in agricultural imple­ 
ments in company with his father; T. F. 
Mack, Jr.. and John T. Mack are the 
proprietors of the Sandusky, (Ohio) Reg­ 
ister establishment; Egliert G. Mack is 
in New York representing tin* Chicago 
Times, anti two or three other leading 
Western papers—all titling well, anti all 
Badgers. 
I. F. Mack is a man of varied attain­ 
ments and accomplishments in every 
sense. 
He is quick to discern and rapid 
though careful in action; though he may 
chance to trend ii I Min someliody’s corns, 
he prosecutes Ins plans and purptiscs as 
originally formed to the end; independ­ 
ence is oue of the predominent character­ 
istics tif his nature, ami he could not In1 
a sen ile, wavering, shifting and yielding 
timeserver. I think all who know him 
will agree with me. But lit* is a notable 
Badger here in Chicago, still having ma­ 
terial interests in Wisconsin, ami I make 
mention of him in this connection be­ 
cause <if these facts aud liecause he ile- 
servee the same. 
SAM TEL M. PARISH. 
Horace Maim, the distinguished edu­ 
cto r, once said that tin* majority of our 
successful business aud professional men 
were either self-educated or educated in 
our high schools.

He is here in Chi­ 
cago, I suppose you know, ami fills tine 
of the most responsible positions in con­ 
nection with the Chicago, Milwaukee Ar 
St. Paul railway; is its general commer­ 
cial agent here aud has some (towers 
which attach to the highest officials of 
the road, 
lit* bxs I teen with it ate nit 
twenty-five years, iii different capacities, 
aud has been one of its most efficifiit 
aud trusted employes in all of them. 
Perhaps the road has no more popular 
official than he is. 
But where did he 
come from? lie was born in Addison 
county, Vermont, in 1816. He graduated 
at the Woodstock academy with high 
honors, lit* bxs the sterling qualities of 
enterprise, industry, integrity and uian- 
iuNid which characterize most of the sons 
of the little Green Mountain State. 
He 
came west when he left school, am! bxs 
lieeu engaged nearly, if not all tilt* time, 
iii some capacity iii connection with rail­ 
roads.

THOMAS OGO SHAW. 
A man’s principle is w hatever he lives 
for. A man’s life takes its character ami 
coloring from the principles that are 
born aud cherished in him if he develops 
them aud lives up with them. 
The man 
who follows his native radiations, iii im 
matter what direction, provided they be 
honorable aud creditable, will develop 
in himself a true manhood. I make this 
preliminary statement, somew hat axio­ 
matic, as introductory to what I shall 
have to say of Thomas Ogg 
Shaw, a 
pioneer in Janesville, indeed, always a 
pioneer wherever he has been. He is a 
lineal descendant of the noted Seoteh 
frailly of that name, from the Highlands 
of Scotland, and possesses the qualities 
which character the Scotch character 
aud the attributes which pertain to that 
sturdy, upright, and grand nationality. 
Well, briefly, he wras I Nim iii Fayette 
county, Kentucky, iii 1813—now an old 
man, though hale, hearty, well preserved 
and good for many more years yet; the 
result of a temperate, industrious ami 
upright life. He is a genial gentleman 
ami a mail of wide and varied experience 
iu business. He is essentially self-edu­ 
cated anti lienee well educated iii the 
practical affairs of life, as well xs pos­ 
sessing varied 
attainments 
acquired 
from 
observation, 
existence 
anil 
reading. 
When 
thirteen years of 
agt* he 
left 
Kentucky 
and w’cnt 
bi Cincinnati where he rem ai nett until 
1835, being engaged in business there 
and tm the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, 
aud also dealt iii mules ami sbick hihI 
anything else that promised well; went 
to New Orleans iii 1842, thence to Cleve­ 
land, anti Buffalo ami to Milwaukee, 
where he purchxsed a team ami wagon 
and took a load of passengers bi the 
RtN*k river, at Janesville, and was so 
much plexsetl with that locality that he 
located there, aud purchxsed a black 
smithing shop, then located on Main 
st w t, near tilt* bridge, about where 
Jackman's building now is. He extend­ 
ed his business until he employed twenty 
men in that business ami tin* manufac­ 
turing of what wxs known as tin* “Janes­ 
ville Plow”—the first ever manufactured 
then* or any when* iii the western part of 
the State—amt the rolling screen fanning 
mill, which he sold tin long time ami de­ 
livered by teams in the country for miles 
about. Iii connection with B. F. Pixley 
he bought what was know n xs the Shel­ 
don farm and laid it out in lots—known 
as Pixley A: Slieldon’s addition bi Janes­ 
ville. lit* opened the first brick yard 
ever in that city, and some of the oiliest 
buildings there now were built from the 
brick he matte and sold. On account of 
tho severe climate, ami learning of Cali­ 
fornia’s great wealth, he was prompted 
bi cit int* his business in Janesville in IHI!) 
and went bi California iii January, 1851, 
by the way of New York, where lie pur­ 
chased goods ami shipped them around 
the Horn, landing in tine time iii San 
Francisco, then a small place; realizing 
the wants of the country lie engaged iii 
tile manufacture of reaping machines, 
and the first hay press that was ever in 
California, and was at great expense in 
getting up patterns. Also did a large 
business in making iron doors ami shut­ 
ters, aud vaults fort* fire-proof buildings, 
employing, at certain seasons of the year, 
six hundred men. Ile continued int reas­ 
ing his business until 1857, when he 
opened an agricultural and hard w art* 
stere, importing goods direct from the 
best manufacturers of the United States, 
and made a complete success of the bus­ 
iness up bi the time of firing on Fort 
Sumter, at which time lie had large 
amounts outstanding in the South, which 
the southerners did not or could pay and 
have not bi tins day, aud, ho having al­ 
ways been a stalwart Republican, prob­ 
ably never will. He lost heavily aud was 
compelled bi give up business, taking 
what money he could 
raise 
out of 
his property, in connection with ethers, 
went bi Mexico and purchxsed a large 
tract of laud b> raise cotton, foreseeing, 
as he has iii all his undertakings, that 
there would lie a scarcity of cotton on 
account of the crop iii the south being 
partially or wholly cut off, in consequence 
of the Rebellion. In the summer of 
1865, when he was doing well. Maxiniil- 
lian raided them and burned their build­ 
ings aud property, aud he wxs compelled 
to leave the country, when he returned 
to San Francisco, thence to New York, 
and from there to the White Piue mining 
distr ct iu Nevada; returned to New York 
and thence to Wyoming iu 1869, w here 
he remained, engaged in mining, in its 
various phases, until 1875,—manufactur­ 
ing Rocky Mountain Vermillion paint, 
the mine yielding that kiud of raw ma­ 
terial, and making the best paixt know n, 
which bxs gone iuto extensive use all 
over the country; he manufactured large 
quantities at Rollins, W. T., anil Provi­ 
dence, It. I. Iii 1879 the* Wyoming works 
were destroyed by fire by which he was 
again a heavy loser, since which time the 
paint has 'not l>ei*» manufactured. He 
now has 10,000 bins of ore laying on the 
traek ready to ship as soon as w'orks can 
Ik* printed iii Chicago, from w hich point it 
w'ill lie distributed all over the country. 
He is still interested iii miuiug and 
other business aud is a resident of this 
city, and will be further heard from if lie 
lives, and there is every indication that 
he will for many years yet. His is 
what may be truly called an unusually 
active and successful life, the beginning 
of which, largely if not mainly, dates 
JJrom his arrival in Janesvill as a pioneer 
on the Bock river; it has l*een one of 
ceaseless aud benegcient actionity, re­ 
sembling iii no respect the dull monot­ 
ony of that fabled stream of which it 
may lie said that no frosts overshadow 
its fountains, no wiudiugs diversify its 
progress, no Rowers adorn its borders, 
no rapids precipitate its waters, lienee a 
sluggard.
